This  compilation  has  been  made  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  eminent  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episco-' 
pal  Church,  and  is  designed  to  assist  clergymen 
and  heads  of  families  in  an  important  part  of  pub- 
lic and  social  worship. 

While  it  is  desirable  to  avoid  the  formalism 
which  too  often  grows  out  of  services  exclusively 
liturgical,  it  is  at  the  same  time  desirable  that  the 
people  should  take  some  public  part  in  divine 
service.  They  should  at  least  unite  in  the  singing 
of  hymns,  in  the  repetition  of  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  in  the  reading  of  God's  word. 

The  compiler  dares  to  hope  that  the  day  will  come 
when  the  General  Conference  of  his  own  Church 
will  adopt  the  "Psalter"  or  some  other  selection, 
and  that  thus  the  public  reading  of  the  scriptures 
by  the  people  will  become  uniform  and  universal. 

This-  selection  embraces  most  of  the  devotional 
prayers  of  David,  and  nearly  all  the  psalms  suited 
for  public  and  social  worship.  The  selections  are 
designed  to  be  read  at  the  opening  of  public  serv- 
ice, or  immediately  after  the  first  prayer.  They 
are  prepared  also  with  reference  to  the  family  altar. 
The  manner  of  using  is  obvious. 

The  compiler  hopes  that  he  has  supplied  all  that 
is  needed  to  give  to  the  services  of  non-liturgical 
Churches  suitable  interest  and  fullness,  and  that 
the  regular  use  of  the  "  Psalter  "  will  tend  greatly  to 
the  edification  and  comfort  of  the  Church  of  God.

P.  The  Lord  shall  cut  off  all  flatter- 
ing lips,  and  the  tongue  that  speaketh 
proud  things : 

Who  have  said,  With  our  tongue  will 
we  prevail ;  our  lips  are  our  own  :  who 
is  lord  over  us  ? 

31.  For  the  oppression  of  the  poor, 
for  the  sighing  of  the  needy,  now  will 
I  arise,  saith  the  Lord  ;  I  will  set  Mm 
in  safety  from  Mm  that  puffeth  at  him. 

P.  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure 
words :  as  silver  tried  in  a  furnace  of 
earth,  purified  seven  times. 

M.  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  0  Lord, 
thou  shalt  preserve  them  from  this 
generation  forever. 

P.  The  wicked  walk  on  every  side, 
when  the  vilest  men  are  exalted. 

M.  In  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust :  how 
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say  ye  to  ray  soul.  Flee  as  a  bird  to 
your  mountain  ? 

P.  For,  lo,  the  wicked  bend  their 
bow,  they  make  ready  their  arrow 
upon  the  string,  that  they  may  privily 
shoot  at  the  upright  in  heart. 

M.  If  the  foundations  be  destroyed, 
what  can  the  righteous  do  ? 

P.  The  Lord  trieth  the  righteous : 
but  the  wicked  and  him  that  loveth 
violence  his  soul  hateth. 

M.  Upon  the  wicked  he  shall  rain 
snares,  fire  and  brimstone,  and  a  hor- 
rible tempest :  this  shall  he  the  portion 
of  their  cup. 

P.  For  the  righteous  Lord  loveth 
righteousness :  his  countenance  doth 
behold  the  upright.

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M.  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  rae,  they 
shall  obey  me  :  the  strangers  shall  sub- 
mit themselves  unto  me.

P.  The  Lord  liveth ;  and  blessed  be 
my  Rock;  and  let  the  God  of  my  sal- 
vation be  exalted.

M.  Behold,  these  are  the  ungodly, 
who  prosper  in  the  world ;  they  in- 
crease in  riches. 

P.  Verily  I  have  cleansed  my  heart 
in  vain,  and  washed  my  hands  in  inno- 
cency. 

M.  When  I  thought  to  know  this, 
it  was  too  painful  for  me ; 

Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of 
God ;  then  understood  I  their  end. 

P.  Surely  thou  didst  set  them  in 
slippery  places :  thou  castedst  them 
down  into  destruction. 
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How  are  they  brought  into  desolation, 
as  in  a  moment !  they  are  utterly  con- 
sumed with  terrors. 

M.  Nevertheless  I  am  continually 
with  thee :  thou  hast  holden  me  by  my 
right  hand. 

P.  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy 
counsel,  and  afterward  receive  me  to 
glory. 

M.  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee? 
and  there  is  none  upon  earth  that  I  de- 
sire besides  thee. 

P.  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth : 
but  God  is  the  strength  of  my  heart, 
and  my  portion  forever.

M.  But  in  mine  adversity  they  re- 
joiced, and  gathered  themselves  to- 
gether :  yea,  the  abjects  gathered 
themselves  together  against  me,  and  I 
knew  it  not ;  they  did  tear  me,  and 
ceased  not : 

P.  This  thou  hast  seen,  0  Lord  : 
keep  not  silence :  0  Lord,  be  not  far 
from  me. 

M.  Stir  up  thyself,  and  awake  to  my 
judgment,  even  unto  my  cause,  my  God 
and  my  Lord. 

P.  Judge  me,  0  Lord  my  God,  ac- 
cording to  thy  righteousness;  and  let 
them  not  rejoice  over  me. 

M.  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts, 
Ah;  so  would  we  have  it :  let  them  not 
say,  We  have  swallowed  him  up. 
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P.  Let  theni  be  ashamed  and  brought 
to  confusion  together  that  rejoice  at 
mine  hurt :  let  them  be  clothed  with 
shame  and  dishonor  that  magnify  them- 
selves  against  me. 

M*  Let  them  shout  for  joy.  and 
be  glad,  that  fayor  my  righteous 
cause :  yea,  let  them  say  continually, 
Let  the  Lord  be  magnified,  which 
hath  pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of 
his  servant.

The  Minister,  coming  tg  the  Font,  which  is  to  be 
filled  with  pure  Water,  shall  use  the  following : 

TT\EAKLY  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all 
*J  nien  are  conceived  and  born  in  sin, 
and  that  our  Saviour  Christ  saith,  Ex- 
cept a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  of 
the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God ;  I  beseech  you  to  call 
upon  God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  having,  of  his  boun- 
teous mercy,  redeemed  this  child  by  the 
blood  of  His  Son,  He  will  grant  that  he, 
being  baptized  with  water,  may  also  be

baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  re- 
ceived into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and 
become  a  lively  member  of  the  same. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 
Let  ns  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God, 
J^*-  who  of  thy  great  mercy  hast  con- 
descended to  ent^r  into  covenant 
relations  with  man,  wherein  thou  hast 
included  children  as  partakers  of  its

this  holy  sacrament.  And  that  he  may 
know  these  things  the  better,  you  shall 
call  upon  Mm  to  give  reverent  attend- 
ance upon  the  appointed  means  of 
grace,  such  as  the  ministry  of  the  word 
and  the  public  and  private  worship  of 
God ;  and  further,  ye  shall  provide  that 
he  shall  read  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
learn  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments,  the  Apostles'  Creed,  the 
Catechism,  and  all  other  things  which 
a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe 
to  Ms  soul's  health,  in  order  that  he 
may  be  brought  up  to  lead  a  virtuous 
and  holy  life,  remembering  always  that 
baptism  doth  represent  unto  us  that 
inward  purity  which  disposeth  us  to 
follow    the    example    of   our    Saviour 
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Christ ;  tliat  as  lie  died  and  rose  again 
for  us,  so  should  we,  who  are  baptized, 
die  unto  sin  and  rise  again  unto  right- 
eousness,  continually  mortifying  all  cor- 
rupt affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in 
all  yirtue  and  godliness. 

Do  you  therefore  solemnly  engage  to 
fulfill  these  duties,  so  far  as  in  you  lies, 
the  Lord  being  your  helper  ? 

Answ.  We  do. 


Then  shall  the  people  stand  up,  and  the  Minister 
shall  say : , 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  writ- 
ten by  St.  Mark;  [Ch.  X,  yer.  13-16.] 

nPHEY  brought  young  children  to 
-*-  Christ,  that  he  should  touch  them. 
And  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them ;  but  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto 
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them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  ine,  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child  he  shall  not  enter  therein.

Jews  i  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night, 
and  said  unto  him,  -Rabbi,  we  know 
that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from 
God ;  for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles 
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that  thou  doest  except  God  be  with 
him.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Yerily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot 
see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus 
saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be 
born  when  he  is  old?  Can  he  enter 
the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
wonib,  and  be  born?  Jesus  answered, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God.  That  which  is  born  of 
the  flesh  is  flesh,  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not 
that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it 
listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound 
thereof;  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it 
cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth :  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
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Then  the  Minister  shall  speak  to  the  persons  to  he 
baptized  on  this  wise : 

WELL  beloved,  who  Jiavs  come 
hither,  desiring  to  receive  holy 
baptism,  you  have  heard  how  the  con- 
gregation hath  prayed,  that  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive 
you,  to  bless  you,  and  to  give  you  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  and  everlasting 
life.  And  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath 
promised  in  His  holy  word  to  grant  all 
those  things  that  we  have  prayed  for : 
which  promise  He  for  His  part  will 
most  surely  keep  and  perform. 

Wherefore  after  this  promise  made 
by  Christ,  you  must  also  faithfully,  for 
your  part,  promise,  in  the  presence  of 
this  whole  congregation,  that  you  will 
renounce  tlie  devil  and  all  his  works, 
and  constantly  believe  God's  holy  word, 
and  obediently  keep  His  command- 
ments. 17 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  demand  of  each  of  the  per- 
sons to  he  baptized, 

<OST  thou   renounce  the 


rf^  devil  and  all  his  works, 
the  vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world, 
with  all  covetous  desires  of  the  same, 
and  the  carnal  desires  of  the  flesh,  so 
that  thou  wilt  not  follow  or  be  led  bv 
them. 

Answ.  I  renounce  them  all. 

Quest.  Dost  thou  believe  in  God  the 
Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and 
earth?  and  in  Jesus  Christ  His  only- 
begotten  Son  our  Lord?  and  that  He 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born 
of  the  Virgin  Mary?  that  He  suffered 
under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified, 
dead  and  buried :  that  He  rose  as:aii 
the  third  day;  that  He  ascended  into 
heaven,  and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand 
of  God  the  Father  Almighty,  and  from 
thence  shall  come  again  at  the  end  of 
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the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy 
Ghost,  the  holy  Catholic  Church,*  the 
communion  of  saints ;  the  remission  of 
sins ;  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and 
everlasting  life  after  death  ? 

A?isw.  All  this  I  steadfastly  believe. 

Quest  Wilt  thou  be  baptized  in  this 
faith  ? 

Answ.  This  is  my  desire. 

Quest  Wilt  thou  then  obediently 
keep  God's  holy  will  and  command- 
ments, and  walk  in  the  same  all  the 
days  of  thy  life  ? 

Answ.  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  God 
being  my  helper.

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

MERCIFUL  GOD,  grant  that  all 
carnal  affections  may  die  in  these 

*  The  one  universal  Church  of  Christ 
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persons,  and  that  all  things  belonging 
to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in 
them.     Amen. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  power  and 
strength  to  have  victory,  and  triumph 
against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the 
flesh.     Amen. 

Grant  that  they,  being  here  dedicated 
to  thee  by  our  office  and  ministry,  may 
also  be  endued  with  heavenly  virtues, 
and  everlastingly  rewarded,  through 
thy  mercy,  0  blessed  Lord  God,  who 
dost  live  and  govern  all  things,  world 
without  end.

AFTER  PROBATION. 


Upon  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  he  received 
shall  be  called  forward,  and  the  Minister,  address- 
ing the  congregation,  shall  say, 

TPwEARLY  BELOVED  BRETHREN: 

t*^  The  Scriptures  teach  us  that  the 
Church  is  the  household  of  God,  the 
body  of  which  Christ  is  the  Head,  and 
that  it  is  the  design  of  the  Gospel  to 
bring  together  in  one  all  who  are  in 
Christ.  The  fellowship  of  the  Church 
is  the  communion  that  its  members 
enjoy,  one  with  another.  The  ends  of 
this  fellowship  are,  the  maintenance  of 
sound  doctrine,  and  of  the  ordinances 
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of  Christian  worship,  and  the  exercise 
of  that  power  of  godly  admonition 
and  discipline  which  Christ  has  com- 
mitted to  his  Church  for  the  promotion 
of  holiness.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  men 
to  unite  in  this  fellowship,  for  it  is  only 
those  that  "  be  planted  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord,  that  shall  flourish  in  the 
courts  of  our  God."  Its  more  particu- 
lar* duties  are,  to  promote  peace  and 
unity;  to  bear  one  another's  burdens; 
to  prevent  each  other's  stumbling;  to 
seek  the  intimacy  of  friendly  society 
among  themselves;  to  continue  stead- 
fast in  the  faith  and  worship  of  the 
Gospel;  and  to  pray  and  sympathize 
with  each  other.  Among  its  privileges 
are,  peculiar  incitements  to  holiness 
from  the  hearing  of  God's  word  and 
sharing  in  Christ's  ordinances ;  the  be- 
ing placed  under  the  watchful  care  of 
pastors,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  bless- 
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ings  which  are  promised  only  to  those 
who  are  of  the  household  of  faith.  Into 
this  holy  fellowship  the  persons  before 
you,  who  have  already  received  the 
sacrament  of  baptism  and  have  been 
under  the  care  of  proper  leaders  for  six 
months  on  trial,  come  seeking  admis- 
sion. We  now  propose,  in  the  fear  of 
God,  to  question  them  as  to  their  faith 
and  purposes,  that  you  may  know  that 
they  are  proper  persons  to  be  admitted 
into  the  Church. 


Then  addressing  the  applicants  for  admission^  the 
Minister  shall  say : 

T\EAKLY  BELOVED  :  You  are  come 
i*^  hither  seeking  the  great  privilege 
of  union  with  the  Church  our  Saviour 
has  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 
We  rejoice  in  the  grace  of  God  vouch- 
safed unto  you  in  that  He  has  called 
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you  to  be  His  followers,  and  that  thus 
far  you  have  run  well.  You  have  heard 
how  blessed  are  the  privileges  and  how 
solemn  are  the  duties  of  membership 
in  Christ's  Church ;  and  before  you  are 
fully  admitted  thereto,  it  is  proper  that 
you  do  here  publicly  renew  your  vows, 
confess  your  faith,  and  declare  your 
purpose,  by  answering  the  following 
questions : 

Do  you  here,  in  the  presence  of  God 
and  of  this  congregation,  renew  the  sol- 
emn promise  contained  in  the  baptismal 
covenant,  ratifying  and  confirming  the 
same,  and  acknowledging  yourselves 
bound  faithfully  to  observe  and  keep 
that  covenant  ? 

Answ.  I  do. 

Have  you  saving  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ? 

Answ.  I  trust  I  have. 

Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrines  of

Holy  Scripture,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Articles  of  Eeligion  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  ? 

Answ.  I  do. 

TV^ill  you  cheerfully  be  governed  by 
the  rules  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  hold  sacred  the  ordinances  of 
God,  and  endeavor,  as  much  as  in  you 
lies,  to  promote  the  welfare  of  your 
brethren  and  the  advancement  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom?

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Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
theni :  for  this  is  the  law  and  the 
prophets,     [Matt.  vii,  12.] 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

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faith  in  His  blood,  we  and  thy  whole 
Church,  may  obtain  remission  of  our 
sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  His  death. 
And  here  we  offer  and  present  unto 
thee,  0  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and 
bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and 
lively  sacrifice  unto  thee ;  humbly 
beseeching  thee  that  all  we  who  are 
partakers  of  this  holy  communion  may 
be  filled  with  thy  grace  and  heavenly 
benediction.  And  although  we  be 
unworthy,  through  our  manifold  sins, 
to  offer  unto  thee  any  sacrifice,  yet  we 
beseech  thee  to  accept  this  our  bounden 
duty  and  service ;  not  weighing  our 
merits,  but  pardoning  our  offenses, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord:  by 
whom,  and  with  whom,  in  the  unity  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  all  honor  and  glory  be 
unto  thee,  0  Father  Almighty,  world 
without  end.     Amen. 
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Then  shall  he  said, 


GLORY  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on 
earth  peace,  good-will  toward 
men.  We  praise  thee,  we  bless  thee, 
we  worship  thee,  we  adore  thee  for 
thy  great  glory,  0  Lord  God,  heav 
enly  King,  God  the  Father  Almighty. 

0  Lord,  the  only-begotten  Son  Jesus 
Christ;  0  Lord  God,  Lamb  of  God, 
Son  of  the  Father,  that  takest  away  the 
sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the 
world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou  that 
takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world, 
receive  our  prayer.  Thou  that  sittest 
at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father, 
have  mercy  upon  us,  And  receive  us 
at  last,  through  the  riches  of  thy  grace, 
into  the  joy  of  thine  eternal  kingdom, 
where  we  may  reign  with  thee,  world 
without  end.     Amen. 
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Then  the  Elder,  if  he  see  it  expedient \  may  put  up 
extemporary  prayer  /  and  afterward  shall  let 
the  people  depart  with  this  blessing: 

MAY  the  peace  of  God,  which  pass- 
eth  all  understanding,  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and 
love  of  God,  and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord;  and  the  blessing  of  God 
Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  among  you,  and  remain 
with  you  always.     Amen. 

N.  B.  If  the  elder  be  straitened  for  time,  lie  may 
omit  any  part  of  'the  service,  except  the  Invitation^ 
the  Confession,  and  the  prayer  of  Consecration. 
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That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned  whether 
the  members  of  our  Societies  are  indeed  working  out 
their  own  salvation,  each  society  is  divided  into  smaller 
companies,  called  classes,  according  to  their  respective 
places  of  abode.  There  are  about  twelve  persons  in  a 
class,  one  of  whom  is  styled  the  leader.     It  is  his  duty, 

I.  To  see  each  person  in  his  class  once  a  week  at 
least ;  in  order, 

1.  To  inquire  how  their  souls  prosper 

2.  To  advise,  reprove,  comfort,  or  exhort,  as  occa- 
sion may  require. 

3.  To  receive  what  they  are  willing  to  give  toward 
the  relief  of  the  preachers,  Church,  and  poor. 

II.  To  meet  the  ministers  and  the  stewards  of  the 
Society  once  a  week ;  in  order, 

1.  To  inform  the  minister  of  any  that  are  sick,  or  of 
any  that  walk  disorderly,  and  will  not  be  reproved. 

2.  To  pay  the  stewards  what  they  have  received  of 
their  several  classes  in  the  week  preceding. 
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There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of 
those  who  desire  admission  into  these  societies — "  a 
desire  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved 
from  their  sins."  But  wherever  this  is  really  fixed  in 
the  soul,  it  will  be  shown  by  its  fruits.  It  is,  there- 
fore, expected  of  all  who  continue  therein,  that  they 
should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation : 

First,  By  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every 
kind,  especially  that  which  is  most  generally  prac- 
ticed ;  such  as, 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing 
ordinary  work  therein,  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors, 
or  drinking  them,  unless  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

Slaveholding  j  buying  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarreling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law 
with  brother,  returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  rail- 
ing, the  using  many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the 
duty. 

The  giving  or  taking  things  on  usury,  i.  e.,  unlawful 
interest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation,  particu- 
larly speaking  evil  of  magistrates  or  of  ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do 
unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of 
God:  as, 

The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 
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The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books 
which  do  not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness,  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasure  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying ;  or  tak- 
ing up  goods  without  a  probability  of  paying  for 
them. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  societies, 
that  they  should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of 
salvation : 

Secondly,  By  doing  good ;  by  being  in  every  kind 
merciful  after  their  power,  as  they  have  opportunity ; 
doing  good  of  every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possi- 
b]^,  to  all  men. 

To  their  bodies,  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by 
giving  food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by 
visiting  or  helping  them  that  are  sick,  or  in  prison. 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhort- 
ing all  we  have  any  intercourse  with ;  trampling  under 
foot  that  enthusiastic  doctrine,  that  "  we  are  not  to  do 
good  unless  our  hearts  be  free  to  UP 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the 
household  of  faith,  or  groaning  so  to  be ;  employing 
them  preferably  to  others,  buying  one  of  another,  help- 
ing each  other  in  business;  and  so  much  the  more 
because  the  world  will  love  its  own,  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality,  that  the 
gospel  be  not  blamed. 


56  GENERAL   RULES. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set 
before  them,  denying  themselves,  and  taking  up  their 
cross  daily,  submitting  to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ 
— to  be  as  the  filth  and  offscouring  of  the  world,  and 
looking  that  men  should  say  all  manner  of  evil  of  them 
falsely  for  the  Lord^s  sake. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  desire  to  continue  in  these 
societies,  that  they  should  continue  to  evidence  their 
desire  of  salvation : 

Thirdly,  By  attending  upon  all  the  ordinances  of 
God;  such  are, 

The  public  worship  of  God. 

The  ministry  of  the  word,  either  read  or  expounded. 

The  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Family  and  private  prayer. 

Searching  the  Scriptures,  and  * 

Fasting  or  abstinence. 
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
